The text of the statement reads:

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—The Russky Invalid 
(a Russian newspaper) says Russia up to 
Dec. 4 had lost 60,000 commissioned offi- 
cers In killed, wounded, and prisoners. 
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PETROGRAD, Dec. 10.—The following 
official statement was issued tonight from 
genera) headquarters: 

“ There was no important change yes- 
terday. Isolated attempts on the part of 
the enemy to take the offetisive have 
given rise to engagcments in the dis- 
tricte of Ciechanow and Przasnyez, as 
well as at Piotrkow and tn several other 
districts on our front. The result of the 
engagementg was unfavorable to the 
Germans. 

“In the region of the passes of Vyszkow 
and Beskid in the Carpathians on Dec. 8, 
during attacks on fortified positions held 
by the Austrians, we captured four guns, 
more than 300 prisoners, and many wag- 
ons."’ 


Germans Renew Fierce Attacks. 

“ On the left bank of the Vistula, on the 
evening of Dec. 7, the Germans, under 
cover of darkness, suddenly began an of- 
fensive movement simultaneously along 
the entire front from Llow, west of War- 
zaw, to Glowno, southwert of Warsaw. 
The movement was remarkable for its 
stubborn nature. The attack was repeat- 
ed again and again, the Germans advanc- 
ing in compact columns. 

“ Aided by searchlights, however, our 
fire decimated the enemy, who was 
everywhere repulsed. With the rising 
of the moon the attacks of the enemy 
ceased. 

“The next day the desperate fighting 
on the Lowicz-lIlow front was resumed, 
but without success for the enemy. 

“ The fighting south of Cracow has con- 
tinued tenaciously, presenting alternate- 
ly offensive and defensive movements. 
The Germans twice attempted to break 
through our fronts. but were repulsed 
with serious losser.”’

Hearing Is Public One. 

On account of the adverse criticism 
aroused the committee did not hold the 
examination of Mr. Daniels behind closed 
doors, as originally intended. 

“I am convinced the president will keep 
us out of trouble, but with fire all around 
us there ie danger of conflagration,’’ Sec- 
rétary Daniels eaid today. “‘ Delicate 
questions are continually arising, but we 
have our neutrality to mai and must 
maintain it. 

“1 am in favor of the construction of ' 
two battleships thia year, and next year 
I shall recommend a larger increase in 
the nevy if the revenues Will permit. This 
year I do not think we should build more 
than two battleships even if our finances 
warranted such an expenditure. 

** There will bedessons in naval science 
to be learned from the present war and 
we should gain the benefit of those les- 
sons before embarking upon a more ex- 
tensive building program.” 


Holds Giant Navy: Not Weeded. 
Secretaty Daniels expressed the’ opin- 
ion that there was no neveasity for the 
United States building oMmaintaining a 
navy as large as that of Great Britain. 
“ But we ought to have a navy large 
and powerful enough to meet any prob- 
able foc,” he said. “ Ali,the American 
people desire is that we have a strong 
and powerful navy, and if we do this we 
will do sll they expect of us. 
' “ We do not neéd a perfect naval de- 
fense because thie would be jmpossible 
to obtain. It would impoverish the coun- 
try. We ought to spend enough money 
to keep cur navy large and efficient, but 
we eught not to enter into competition 
with the military powers of the world. 
“Tf we could obtain an irternational 
axreement with the large miljtary pow- 
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and the ‘head of the department seemed 
to indicate the absence of a definite naval 


policy. ; 

“ We have a definite policy,” Secretary 
Daniele exclaimed. . “ Our policy is for 
two battleships a year.”’ 

“And the general board has recom- 
mendéd four a year since 1903,"" Mr. Rob- 
erts returned. 

’ That is correct,’ Secretary Daniels 
- replied. 

Mr. Roberts read from the report of the 
general bord, in which the statement 
was made that there is no naval policy 
either: in the executive department or 
congress and that the absence of such 
policy had placed this nation “ in a posi- 
tion of inferiority which may lead to 
war.” 

Denies Navy Is Inferior. 

Secretary Daniele was asked if he in- 
dorsed the statement of the general 
board. .He declared emphatically he did 
not concur in the conclusion of the gen- 
cral board. 

“I think the criticisms of congress in 
that report of the board are unwise,” he 
said. 

“Are we inferior?” 
Roberts asked. 

“We are not,” Secretary Daniels re- 
sponded. “We have fewer ehips than 
England or Germany, but I do not call that 
inferiority, although the general board 
may have used the word in that sense in 
referring to the number of our ships.” 

In addition to recommending an au- 
thorization for two battleships and 
auxiliaries Secretary Daniels emphasized 
the need of a naval reserve of approxi- 
mately 25,000 men, saying the Mexican 
situation had demonstrated the possi- 
bilities of such a reserve. 


_ Touches on Submarines. 

Mr. Daniels said the building of sub- 
marines was the most difficult thing in 
the world and that when they were built 
they seldom fulfilled promises made for 
them. 

“ Their engines and batteries are the 
problems. The lead baiteries have a life 
not exceeding five years. Mr. Edison is 
working on a battery which is being 
tested at the New York navy yard. Hea 
thinks he has’ a submarine that will 
stand.”’

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt, and Admiral Wainwright te support 
or refute Capt. Gardner’s contention 
that the country is in a woeful state of 
unpréeparedness for war. Chairman Hay 
believes in the administration's” lullaby 
policy.” 

May Call Generals. 

Replying to Capt. Gardner's challenge 
Mr. Hay said he would put Gens. Wother- 
spoon and Wood and others on the stand, 
“if he thought it necessary.” 

Capt. Gardner pointed out that Presi- 
dent Wilson in his message opposed a 
large standing army and expressed ab- 
horrence of the thought that “ our young 
men spend the best years of their lives 
making solciers of themselves. 

Capt. Gardner declared that he did not 
ask congress to create a large standing 
army, or that the young men of the coun- 
try should spend the best years of their 
lives in the military service. All he 
asked, he said, was a peaceful investiga- 
tion by an independent commission, 
‘which shall be charged with the duty of 
recommending to the country exactly 
what it ought to do to insure our national 
safety.” 

Has Power to Discipline. 

The only suggestion of compulsory mili- 
tary service, he said, had come from As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt of the navy 
department, and he added that the presi- 
dent “has the power to discipline Mr. 
Roosevelt for his temerity, but he should 
not rely on Mr. Roosevelt's words for 
stuffing his man of straw.” 

Then taking up Mr. Wilson's assertion 
that in time of national peril the country 
must depend upon “ citizenry trained and 
accustomed to arms, Capt. Gardner asked 
how enough citizenry could be obtained 
and how long the regular army would be 
left unreinforced, while this citizenry 
was being mobilized. Nor did he think 
the president realized thet: there were 
only 120,000 militiamen in the wholecoun- 
try and that 25,000 of these did not appear 
for inspection last year. 

“ Even the president,”” he added, “ with 
his transcendental ideas cannot expect 
nis trained citizenry to fight with their 
fists.

TOO SLACK OR TOO RIGID? 
Secretary Lane of the inter.or department, who 
is an able, constructive, and efficient administrator, 
comments in his annual report "On “the very real 
fear” in the far west “of what is called the bu- 
reaucracy of Washington.” He regards the pres- 
ence of this feeling as a disturbing fact and its re- 


- moval a necessity, for so long as-it lingers the 


beneficent efforts of the government will not be 
appreciated .by the masses and unjust criticism 
will be heaped on the men in power. 

|The value of these observations lies in their 
application. There was, for example, a good deal 
of impatience with the conservation movement iu 
its dirst stages, when it had to be, of necessity, 
purely negative. Ballingerism was popular in cer- 
tain sections, for prominent beneficiaries of slack- 
ness and negligence, of misdirected generosity to 
a few at the expense of the many, assiduously cul- 
tivated a “development” sentiment—development 
at any cost. Certain national assets had to be put 
under lock and key, and when this had been done 
failure promptly to unlock the resources was dubbed 
bureaucratic red tape. Congress might have shown 
greater interest in constructive conservation meas- 
Gres proposed under.Rouserelt and Taft, but the 
bureaucrats were not responsible for the sins of 
congress. 

_ On the other hand, there are too many flagrant 


“fastances of red tape and bureaucratic delay ia 


the capital.. We are developing a bureaucracy, be- 
yond question, and we should not blink the evil. 
Our bureaucra.s are at the worst better than the 
Russian or the British bureaucrats, but that ‘s 
yery slight consolation. The fear of bureaucracy 
real because it is well founded. ‘Nhe departments 
energizing and vivifying stimuli. They ere 
ficient, ‘wasteful, and routine ridden to a large 
extent. The way to remove the fear alleged is to 
seek earnestly to remoye the conditions that inspire 
and feed it, without, however, yielding to mere 
clamor and embattled selfishness or flinching from 
criticiam because it is unpleasaat. 


SERIOUS TREATMENT OF A 


SERIOUS PROBLEM. 
Unemployment we have always with us these 


* days—more or less—ani there has been, first and 


last, a good deal of official and lay discussion of 
the problem. That we have gone far toward any 
actaal solution of the problem no one. wil) claim. 
We have read, or left unread, more or less elab- 
Grate reports and have given some thought to cer- 
tain recomniendations, but we have done little as 
yet toward the prevention of involuntary idleness 
or toward the adoption of ways and means of in- 
suring employment in time of need and distress. 
The time has come to devote earnest and sys- 
tematic attention to the matter. It should not be 
left to social economists or to officials clothed with 
brief authority. States and cities should invoke’ 
the aid of the ablest captains of industry and of 
practical students of industrial efficiency and in- 
dustrial organization. In New York Mayor Mitchel 
has taken a significant and commeudable step in 
this direction. He has not only appointed a com- 
mittee of leading and resourceful citizens to tackle 
unemployment as a problem, but he has inducei 


most of them to serve. Such men as E. H. Gary, , 


F, A. Vanderlip, Julius Kruttschoitt, Oscar 8. 
Straus, George W. Perkins, and Otto T. Bannard 
are on the committee. “ 

To what extent, asks Mayor Mitchel, can the co- 
operative effort and foresight of manufacturers,

is an extraordinary one. It represents a pious wish, 
4 mere personal notion. The government ships, 
once built and set in motion, would never withdraw; 
their very existence would hamper and retard pri- 
vate enterprise; legitimate rate making woud be- 
«me all but impossible; the possibilities of poll- 
ics and spoils in that sphere are appalling to con- 
‘emplate. 

Mr. Wilson, as a matter of fact, does not argue 
the question at all. He gives no facts as to the 
\vailable tounage and shipping facilities, and ne 
does not even refer us to any departm~ntal report 
¢ document purporting to furnish the facts. We 
have no merchant marine of our own, it is true, but 
this is a different thing from saying that there are 
uo bottoms to carry our goeds—especially to Latin 
America. What about the. shipping facilities of 
the South American countries? Last fall Tue 
Trisune directed attention to significant figures 
on’ this score. Hundreds of safe and fast vessels 
were then shown to be available for trade with our 
southern neighbors. 

The export situation has changed since the  au- 
tumn months, but is the change permanent? Are 
we facing a painful 2ud alarming lack of shipping 
facilities? Are cargoes crying in vain for bottoms 
to carry them to market? 

As to an American merchant marine, there is no 
disagreement concerning the necessity of creating 
and fostering one; but are government sdips likely 
to have a healthy effect on private enterprise? The 
president has given no thought to this question, has 
sought no expert advice or opinion thereon, and on 
the strength of a few generalities would have con- 
gress embark on a dangerous and costly enterprise. 
Hé blandly offers a remedy that would be worse 
than the disease complained of, and bis smooth rhet- 
orice renders him oblivious to every one of the grave 
issues involved im his revolutionary proposal, 


DESIRABLE CO-OPERATION. 
Since the establishment of the parcel post the ex- 
press companies have developed initiative and enter- 
prise. Instead of repining they bave been busy culti- 


extensively. There is room enough, certainly, and 
prosperity enough, for both agencies in a country like 
the United States. 

The latest plan of the American Express company 
is as commendable as it is bold and original. It 
embodies a remarkable codperative enterprise that is 
bound to bring substantial results alike to the farm- 
er, the consumer, and the express company. The 
last named assumes—and gratis—the function of 
middleman. It-will place its thousands of agents and 
employés at the service of the farmer and garden- 
er. It will ascertain where producers have perish- 
able commodities that rot on the ground, or are sold 
at a heavy sacrifice, and carry them to the nearest 
market, to be sold at normal, fair prices. 

There is no theoretical limit, as the company says, 
to the possibilities of this scheme of codperation. 
The railroads and the trolley lines should be eager

Waste is bad for every useful element of a nation. 
Better transportation and marketing facilities have 
been the crying need of the producer and the con- 
sumer. The average man who sees fruit and vegeta- 
bles rotting in many places, and a rising cost of 
living all around such places, is apt to jump at the 
conclusion that some one is criminally and malicious- 
ly conspiring with some one else to rob the farmer 
and restrain trade.

Another Advantage in Plan. 

People who are putting over the deal 
with the four Indiana cities also profess 
to see a second possible advantage in the 
plan.

The state made rapid progress yester- 
day in welding the Unks of evidence 
against Joseph Fish, millionaire public 
insurance adjuster, on trial in Jydge 
O’Conneor’s court for arson. 

Four witneescs, under examination by 
First Ass.stam State’s Attorney Frank 
Johnston Jr., corroborated parts of the 
confession of David Korshak, profes- 
sional “torch.” Korshak accused Fish 
of entering into a conspiracy to burn 
buildings th order to obtain the insurance. 


: Katz Implicates Fish. 

Sigmund Katz, a cloak salesman, test!- 
fied he had introduced Korshak to Joseph 
Lewis, whobe store at 8425-27 Superior 
avenue was subsequently destroyed by 
fire, and admitted Fish had deducted 
money from the insurance to pay him 
(Katz) for bringing Korshak and Lewis 
together. 

Lewis, his son, John, and his daugh- 
ter, now Mrs. Esther Scideman, told of 
the plans entered into with Korshak to 
destroy the property and of how Fish ad- 
justed the insurance after the fire, deduct- 
ing a commission for himself. 

Mrs. Korshak. conceded to be one of 
the state's most important witnesses, is 
expected to take the stand today. She 
will make further charges of the relations 
of her husband with Fish, it is said. One 
of the features of her testimony, it is ex- 
pected, will be a showing that Fish pro- 
vided her with money to send to Kor- 
shak while he was abroad, a fugitive 
from justice. She is also im possession 
of details of other fires which her his- 
band set. P 


Enter, the “Torch’s’ Wife. 
Sigmund Katz in his testimony satd in 
part: : 
“ Korshak went with me to Lewis’ store 
and there we agreed with Mr. Lewis there 
was to be a fire and that .Korshak was 
to get $3,000, providing Mr. Fish was to 
be allowed to adjust it. Lewis did not 
want Mr. Fish to adjust it because he said 
he had a friend who ought to be given 

the business. but Korshak said ‘ no.’ 
“The day after the fire I met Korshak 
in front of the Palmer house and I de- 


Mrs. Korshak, who was with her hus- 
band, left us and returned in about three- 
quarters of an hour with a note signed 
by Lewis.” 


Getting Ratner Out. of Town. 

* Did you ever go to Mr. Fish's office?’”’ 

“ Yes, several times. We talked about 
the adjustment of the fire. Once Mrs. 
horshak came and said Fish wanted to 
see me. She told me in his presence that 
they were contributing to a fund for Abe 
Ratner (another torch) so he could get 
out of town. Fish said I ought to give 
$250, and I did. I protested, but Mr. Fish 
said I had no kick, because he had to pay 
ten times as much. 

* Later I went to Lewis to get my $1,000, 
and he gave me an order for $250 on Fish, 
which I collected. After the insurance 
was paid I received $400 in cash and a 
sixty day note for §200." 


Lewis Brings Laughter. 

Joseph Lewis, owner of the burned gen- 
eral merchandise store, told of meeting 
Katz and Korshak and going to Michigan 
on the day of the fire, and then arrang- 
ing for the adjustment with the defend- 
ant, Fish. He told his story without hes- 
itating while he was questioned by Pros- 
ecutor Johnaton, but under the cross ex- 
amination of Attorney J.J. Healy his eva- 
sive replies brought laughter from the 
spectators. ; 

* Korshak asked me how much I got 
insurance,”’ testified Lewis with a pro- 
nounced Yiddish accent, “and when I 
said about $20,000, he said’ that will not 
do. You got to have more. He came to 
see mie a couple of times more and told 
me I must get more stock and insurance. 
I got some more until I had $31,000. When 
all was ready for the fire, I told them I 
did not want to be there, so I went to 
Michigan, near Benton Harbor. From 
there I telegraphed Mr. Fish to take care 
of my insurance.” : 

The prosecution brought out the fact 
that Lewis made no mention of where 
his business wae located in his telegram 
to Fish, although he had not met the ad- 
juster. 

Lewis then related how Fish had de- 
ducted from the $31,000 insurance col- 
lected $1,000 for Kata, $1,200 for Korshak, 
$100 for Ratner, and $500 for “ some one 
else,” in adddition to his commission of 
10 per cent. wus 

Fish Makes Reductions. 

Mrs. Seideman, Lewis’ daughter, told 
of going to the store and being present 
while he emptied the cans of gasoline with 
which the place was to be set on fire, and 
carrying them out, later to be dumped in 
an alley.
